Vienna, Paris and Constantinople all 
point to the certainty of war if a Tory 
majority Is returned to Parliament atthu, 
next election.

The Gas Question. 


EDS. KKPUBLIOAH:—It strikes the writ- 


er that the controversy now in progress 
between Mr. J. K. Warren and the Her- 
ald ia a clear oaee of pettifogging. Mr. 
Warren, on behalf of the Gas company, 
attempts to refute the Herald's construc- 
tion of the ordinance under which the 
company obtained its franchise, while the 
Herald foolishly imagines that the only 
point at issue is whether gss consumers 
in Decatur shall get gas at the same price 
consumers do in Springfield. 
Now, a 


good deal has been said about the opin- 
ion of lawyers upon this question, but it 
is donbtful whether there is a lawyer in 
Decatur whose opinion ia worth having 
who believes the ordinance in controversy 
is worth the paper it is printed upon, at 
least so far as compelling the Deontur 
company to furnish gas at the price paid 
in Springfield. I understand that the 
compauy otters to contract with the city 
at about SI.75 per thousand feet. 
Now, 


suppose the Springlield company should 
advance the price beyond that named by 
our company, would the Herald in tho 
i iterest of the people demand that Deca- 
tur consumers shall pay the Springfield 
price? I suspect that tho interests of the 
people would not demand euoh a con- 
struction of the ordinance. If I mistake 
not the sentiment of the people inter- 
ested in this question, they take very lit- 
tle stock in the pettifogging of the Her- 
ald and Mr. Warren. The only point 
that interests the dear people is to get 
gas at the cheapest possible price, and in 
making this demand they do not desire 
to be unreasonable with the company. 
Tho largest consumers are business men, 
and while they claim that their own busi- 
ness should return them a legitimate 
profit, they would be unjust not to accord 
a like return to the Gas company. 
But 


it seerue to the writer of this that the 
company is making iteelf ludicrous 111 
discussing the legal points of an ordi- 
nnnce with n newspaper. 
What tho peo- 


ple want is cheap gas nt a price not ruin- 
ous to the company; for I tuke it that the 
consumers of gas no more desire to crip- 
ple the Gas company than they would 
ncy other property interests in Deoatur 
Let Mr. Warren and the company aban- 
don their newspaper controversy, and 
mnlso their proposed reduction at the ear- 
liest possible moment, without any refer- 
ence to the price of gas at Hpringlield. 
lint the company should bear this fuel iu 
mind, that whatever reduction is made, it 
should be in hnrmouy with tue average 
prk'o paid iu other cities of Illinois of 
like fcize. Tho people of Decntur are not 
iinjust, nnd while it may suit the pur- 
POKC'H o' n newspaper to champion an un- 
tenuble construction of an ordinance, yot 
they will demand of the Gas company 
rates ua reasonable as other cities of like 
si'/.e, nnd no sort of sophistry will satisfy 
them short of this. The council iu set- 
tling this quantum in behalf of the people 
should act like business men, and if the 
(?«s committee oanuot determine 
the 


moaning of HU ordinance passed in 18G8, 
let it appeal to tho city attorney and be 
governed by his opinion. If the city at- 
torney says the ptico of gas in Decatur 
goes up or down, according aa the price 
varies in Springfield, let the council so 
govern itself, 
if our company cannot 


stand this construction of the ordinance, 
let it appeal to tho courts. If the attor- 
ney declares that the Springfield prices 
do not determine the price iu Decatur, 
uuder tin; ordinance iu question, let the 
council proceed to ooutraot with the com- 
pauy at the best rate possible, or 8f»ek 
HOLUO other method of lighting the city. 
Cortiiinly no good can come out ot our 
own pooplo warring with each other 
about tho material interests of Deoatur. 
Simply because capital forms itself into 
corporations is no reason for seeking to 
impair tho investments. The Gas com- 
pany, tho Decatur Coal company, the 
Citizens' Street Railway company and 
other stock companies that might be 
mentioned nro ell valuable auxiliaries to 
the prosperity of Decatur, and any news- 
cnpor that unjustly assails any business 
interest mistakes its mission. Corpora- 
tions furnish capital nnd labor, aud with- 
out the aggregating of capital the great 
material interests of our country could 
not exist.

FOOD AND EXERCISE. 


What Should Form th* Diet of Worker* 


and Non-Workers* 


Thoso who have little time for, exer- 


else and are compelled to live chiefly 
within doors must endeavor to secure, 
or should have secured^ for them as far 
as possible by employers, by way of 
compensation, a regular supply oi 
fresh air, without draughts, an atmos- 
phere as free from dnst and other im- 
purities as can be obtained, with a good 
supply of light, and some artificial 
warmth \vhon needed. Those necessi- 
ties granted, cereal foods, such as well- 
made bread in variety, and vegetable 
produce, including fruits, should form 
a great part of the diet consumed, with 
a luir addition ot eggs and milk if no. 
moat is taken, and little of other ani- 
mal food than lish. On such a dietary, 
and without alcoholic stimulants, thou- 
sands of such workers as I have brietly 
indicated muy enjoy, with very little 
exercise, fur better health and more 
stre 
on 
. . 
baker's bread and cheese. Of course 
there are workers who belong to neither 
of the two extreme classes indicated, 
and whose habits can not be described 
as sedentary, but who occupy a middle 
place between the two. For such some 
corresponding 
modification 
of 
the 


d.etary is naturally appropriate. 
But 


it is a vulgar error to regard meat in 
any form 
as 
necessary to life; if 


for 
any it is necessary, it is for 


the 
hard-working outdoor laborers, 


and for these a certain proportion is no 
doubt desirable. 
Animal tlesh is use- 


ful, txho, as a concentrated form ol 
nutriment, valuable for its portability, 
aud for the small space it occupies in 
tlie stomach—unrivaled in certain cir- 
cumstances. Like every other descrip- 
tion of food, it is highly useful in its 
place, but is by no means necessary for 
a large proportion of the population. 
To many it has become partially de- 
sirable only by the force of habit and 
because their digestive organs have 
thus been trained to deal with it, and 
at first resent a change. But this be- 
ing gradually made, adaptation takes 
pl.ico. and the individual who has con- 
sumed two or three meat meals daily 
with some little discomfort, chiefly from 
being often indisposed to make active 
exertions, becomes, aftcrsullicient time 
has elapsed, .stronger, lighter and hap- 
pier, as well as better tempered and 
manifestly healthier, on the more deli- 
cate dietary sketched. People in gen- 
eral have very inadequate ideas of tho 
great power of habit alone in forming 
what they believe t.o bt> innate personal 
peculiarities, or in creating conditions 
which are apparently part of a constitu- 
tional necessity, laws of their nature, 
and essential to their e-xistence. Many 
of theso peculiarities are solely due to 
habit—that ia, to long continuance in a 
routine of action, adopted, it may be, 
without motive or design; and peo- 
ple aro apt to forget that if a rou- 
tine of precisely opposite character 
had been adopted precisely opposite 
conditions would have been established, 
and opposite peculiarities would have 
become- dominant, as their contraries 
are now. Alterations iu the dietary, 
especial!}' of elderly persons, should be 
made gradually and with caution. This 
condition 
fulfilled, 
a 
considerable 


change may be eB'ected with satisfac- 
tory results, when circumstances render 
it necessary. To revert once more to 
the question of llesh eating, it should 
be remarked that it appears to be by no 
means a natural taslo with tho young. 
Few children '.ike that part of the meal 
which consists of meat, but prefer the 
pudding, tho fruit, iho vegetables, if 
well dressed, which, unhappily, is not 
often the c:ise. Many children mani- 
fest great repugnance to meat at first, 
and nro coaxed and even scolded by 
anxious mothers until the habit of eat- 
ing it is acquired. Adopting the insular 
creed, which regards beef and mutton 
as neec-i.sary to health and strength, the 
mother often suffers from groundless 
forebodings about the future of a child 
who rejects ilesh and manifests what is 
regarded as an unfortunate partiality 
lor bread and butter and pudding. 
Nevertheless, I am satisfied, if the chil- 
dren followed their own instinct in that 
mailer, tho result would be u gain in 
more ways than one. 
Certainly, if 


meat did not appear in the nursery un- 
til the children sent for it, it would be 
rarely seen there, and tha young ones 
would, as a rule, thrive on milk and 
eggs, with the varied produce of the 
vegetable kingdom.—Sir Henry Thomp- 
son, in ^ineteciilk Century.

1'erhaps we have not suBi- 
cienlly considered the fact that Europe's 
supply is mostly already laid in to 
harvest time—especially our harvest 
time -i-nnd, witli our very large surplus, 
how is it to be held at a very high rate 
till the new harvest is determined? 


In tho event of war only Russia's 


surplus is cut off. 
That is only a drop 


in the bucket to our surplus, and will 
hardly bo felt. 
England, on a pinch, 


could gel along to harvest without any 
new shipments from this country. Yot, 
if prices are not too suddenly pushed, 
the demand would likely become brisk 
at a reasonable advance. It is not 
reasonable to suppose that England will 
buy our wheat here at a dollar without 
knowing the real prospect of the future 
harvest, so close- at hand. 


But let us look at the prospect to oui 


friends, the producers. 
We are happy 


to say that their present prospect is not 
so doubtful. 
Every push up of the 


wheat market by the grain gamblers 
nil-HMS the present increase of money in 
the farmers' pockets. It will take the 
win-ai "'.it of tueir hands and load il 
upou inn s]Mjculators. 
Well, we do no! 


feel a consuming anxiety on the specu- 
lators' account, and possibly the wheat 
farmer may be so much ahead; but all 
things are evened up in the end, and 
too reckless a posh in prices may lose 
us a market for so much wheat.—
